Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1959. 

The  general  health  of  the  District  was  good  throughout  the  year. 

There  was  a  live  birth  rate  of  18.9.  which  is  above  the  average 
figure  for  the  country  of  16.5.  per  thousand. 

Regrettably,  there  were  2  still-births  and  7  infant  deaths  in 
the  area,  bringing  the  infant  mortality  rate  per  thousand  births  to.. 
47.  Of  these  7  deaths  one  occurred  in  a  caravan  home,  the  cause  of 
death  being  pnuemonia.  The  other  six  occurred  in  maternity  hospitals, 
from  natural  causes  very  soon  after  birth.  Fortunately  there  were 
no  maternal  deaths. 

The  death  rate  per  thousand  population  was  8.3  compared  with  the 
national  figure  of  11.6. 

50  cases  of  measles  were  notified  during  the  year  and-  there  was. 
one  consequent  death.  2  cases  of  whooping  cough  and  1  case  of  acute 
poliomyelitis  were  notified.  There  was  one  case'  of  tuberculosis,  but 
no  death  from  this  disease. 

The  condition  of  the  Car  Dyke  in  Eye  gave  cause'  for  concern. 

The  seepages  of  sewage  into  the  Dyke  from  Septic  tanks  of  nearby 
houses,  coupled  with  an  extremely  dry  summer,  and  the  choking  of  the 
Dyke  with  weeds,  resulted  in  a  sever  public  health  hazard.  By  the 
end  of  the  year  all  but  one  house  had  been  connected  to  the  main  sewers 
The  Dyke  was  roded  by  The  Welland  River  Board  in  the  Autumn,  but  its 
condition  cannot  yet  be  considered  satisfactory.

Annual  Report  of  -the  Public  Health  Inspector,  Surveyor  and 
Water  Engineer  for  the  year  1959. 


Mr,  Chairman  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  my  second  Annual  Report, 

The  steady  progress  mentioned  in  the  opening  remarks  of  last 
year’s  report,  has  been  well  maintained  during  1959  >  particularly  with 
regard  to  the  provision  of  main  drainage.  The  Sewerage  Scheme  for  the 
Parishes  of  Castor  and  Ailsworth  was  completed  and  connections  from 
house  drainage  were  made  at  a  good  rate.  The  Scheme  for  Clinton,  Helpston 
Peakirk  and  Etton,  did  not  make  the  progress  hoped  for,  chiefly  because 
of  bad  ground  conditions.  However,  the  laying  cf  sewers  and  erection  of 
pumping  stations  at  Glinton  was  completed  during  the  year  and  some  house 
connections  had  been  made. 

The  Scheme  for  sewering  Deeping  Gate  got  under  way.  towards  the  end  of 
the  year  and  it  is  hoped  will  be  substantially  completed  during  i960, 

Tho  water  improvement  scheme  for  Eye  was  completed  and  this  village 
now  enjoys  a  constant  supply  with  adequate  pressures.  The  scheme  to 
improve  the  supply  to  Castor,  Ailsworth,  Sutton-  and  Upton,  was  still  in 
the  planning  stage. 

Several  small  extensions  were  carri  ed  out  in  polythene  tube  to 
supply  isolated  premises,  for  which  this  was  the  only  economical  method 
that  could  bo  adopted.  There  arc  now  only  a  very  few  outlying  properties 
without  a  mains  water  supply. 

The  number  of  applications  for  Improvement  Grants  increased  consider¬ 
ably  during  the  year,  largely  as  the  result  of  the  introduction  of  the 
new  Standard  Grant  for  the  provision  of  five  amenities  and  as  the  result 
of  the  provision  of  main  drainage. 

The  Council  continued  with  small  building  schemes,  mainly  consisting 
of  two-bedroom  bungalows  and  land  was  purchased  at  Eye  for  the  erection  of 
houses,  the  majority  of  which  are  to  bo  provided  with  garages. 

Work  on  the  systematical -.overhaul  and  repair  of  pre-war  Council 
houses  was  continued  and  contracts  were  let  for  the  modernisation  of  all 
pre-war  houses  at  Castor,  Ailsworth  and  Glinton. 

The  cesspool  emptying’  service  continued  to  operate  smoothly  and 
was  employed  practically  full-time  throughout  the  year. 

The  Council  declared  one  Clearance  Area  in  the  Parish  of  Eye, 
affecting  four  houses  and  also  dealt  with  a  number  of  individual  unfit 
houses  by  way  of  Closing  and  Demolition  Orders, 

Public  Health  work,  such  as  routine  inspections  of  houses,  food 
premises,  shops  and  factories,  was  again  curtailed  owing  to  pressure  of 
other  work,  but  a  survey  of  the  licensed  houses  in  the  area  was  made  and 
brewers  asked  to  carry  out  necessary  improvements.

One  house  at  Eye  was  disinfected  after  the  removal  to  hospital  of 
a  T.B.  patient  and  enquiries  were  made  into  an  outbreak  of  gastro¬ 
enteritis  at  Glinton  and  Helpston.

The  building  programme ,  for  i960  also  includes  2  bungalows 
at  Peakirk  and  a  further  20  houses,,  l6  of  which  are  to  be  provided  with 
garages,  at  Crowland  Road,  Eye. 

( b)  Improvements. 

Contracts  were  let  for  the  provision  of  W.C.s  and  washbasins  in 
all  pre-war  houses  at  .iilsworth,  Castor  and  Glint  on. 


The  Council  ^Iso  decided  to  instal  washbasins  in  pre-war  houses 
lacking  this  amenity,  in  the  Parish  of  Eye. 

The  work  of  providing  bathrooms  to  the  eight  -  1919  houses  in  Back 
Lane,  Eye,  was  almost  completed  by  the  end  of  the -year. 


It  was  also  decided  to  replace  the  existing  gravel  paths  to  pre-war 
houses  with  concrete  paths,  over  a  period  of  years. 

Paving  slabs  were  laid  to  all  paths  for  old  peoples  bungalows. 


(c)  Maintenance. 

External  painting  of  62  hoases  (Eye.60.  Ncwb enough  &  Borough  Pen  22) 
was  carried  out;  also  preservation  to  the  20  Swedish  Timber  houses  at  Eye 
A  treatment  by  a  specialist  firm  was  carried  out  at  all  pre-war  houses 
affected  with  woodworm.

181  plans  were  submitted  for  approval  under  the  Building  Byelaws, 
an  increase  of  77  over  the  number  received  in  1958.  This  reflects  the 
steady  growth  of  the  district  and  an  increase  in  modernisation  and 
improvement  of  the  older  typo  houses. 

Public  Cleansing. 

(a)  Cesspool  E mp tying. 

The  Scheme  continued  to  run  smoothly  during  the  year  and  I 
consider  this  is  a  worth-while  service,  which  is  groatly • appreciated 
by  the  ratepayers.  The  vehicle  is  also  useful  for*  flushing  cut  sewers. 

Tipping  now  takes  place  in  the  sewers  at  Castor,  Eyo  and  Glint on 
and  occasionally  on  agricultural  land.

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(b)  fright  Soil  Collection. 

This  work  is  carried  out  by  contract  and  only  one  complaint  of 
non-collection  was  received  during  the  year. 

Following  the  completion  of  the  Sewerage  Scheme  for  Castor,  and. 
Ails worth,  the  Council  decided  to  terminate  the  collection  of  night 
soil  in  these  two  Parishes  on  March  31st,  i960.

Drainage  and  Sewerage  Disposal. 


The  Sewerage  Scheme  for  Castor  end  Ailsworth,  was  completed  during 
the  year.  70  properties  at  Ailsworth  have  been  connected  up  and  there  ai 

only  8  remaining  to  be  dealt  with. 


In  Castor,  l6l  properties  havo  been  connected  and  there  remain  25 
to  be  dealt  with. 


6  properties  at  Ailsworth  have  had  pail  closets  converted  to  W.C.’s 
and  28  in  the  village  of  Castor. 


The  Scheme  for  Glinton,  Helpston,  Etton  and  Peakirk  proceeded  during 
the  year  and  the  main  sewers  were  completed  at  Glint  on;  also,  the  purrping 
stations  at  North  Pen  Road,  Glinton  and  St.  Pcgas  Road,  Peakirk  ^e 
housing  estate  at  Welmoro  Road  was  connected  up  and  a  few  private  houses, 
but  house  connections  were  held  up  owing  to  slow  progress. on  tho  laying 
of  branch  connections  from  tho  sewers  to  boundary  properties. 


progress  was  also  slow  in  Helpston,  owing  to  rock  being  encountered 
and  along  the  Glinton  Road,  because  of  unstable  ground  conditions. 

A  start  was  made  on  the  scheme  for  Deeping  Gate  towards  the  end 
of  the  year  and  this  work  should  be  completed  during  i9o>!. 


Water  Supply. 


The  most  important  improvement  carried  out  during  the  year,  was 
tho  laying  of  a  6”  main  from  near  tho  Dogsthorpc  Railway^ crossing  to 
a  point  near  tho  Hodney  Road  Railway  Bridge  to  improve  the  supply  a 
Eye.  Pressures  were  considerably  improved  and  Eye  now  ep.y-  ^ 
factory  water  supply.

This  is  an  increase  of  28  over  tho  number  of  connections  made  in 

1958. 


The  total  quantity  of  water  purchased  in  bulk  from  the  City  of 
Peterborough  was  97*233,000  gallons,  an  increase  of  some  20,000,000 
over  that  purchased  in  1958.  T hi  3  largo  increase  is  accounted  for  by 
three  main  factors 

(1)  A  large  number  of  burst  mains  occurring  mostly  in  the  Newborou, 
and  Borough  Pen  areas,  due  to  soil  shrinkage  after  the  long  dr; 
summer  and  in  connection  with  Sewerage  Schemes. 

(2)  The  increase  in  consumption  for  watering  of  gardens  and  crops, 
again  because  of  the  abnormally  hot  .dry  summer. 

(3)  Provision  of  hot  water  systems  and  W,  C.  's  following  Sewerage 
Schemes  and  an  increase  in  tho  building  private  houses.
